Regarding each of independent claimi , the prior art fails to describes a wireless 

infrastructure which controls a Gitter) buffer/storage/queue of its size/depth/length in the 
mobile/target/destination according to a RF load metric. 

The closest prior art, Vidyanand describing a printer infrastructure which 
determine the buffer depth of receiving node, in combination, fail to render the above 
features obvious.
